The first Regina high school, which stood 
where R. H. Williams departmental store 
now stands, had a student body of sixty. In 
November, 1909, the front part of the 
present building, which includes ten class¬ 
rooms, the offices, auditorium, and library, 
was opened and named Regina Collegiate 
Institute. In later years the gymnasium, 
north, and south wings were added, and in 
1927 the name was changed to Central 
Collegiate. The student body now consists 
of 1,000 pupils. 

In the thirty-odd years that students have 
graduated from these halls, there have been 
continual improvements. In 1934 the first 
Students’ Representative Council was orig-

FOR CENTRA!, STUDENTS 

University of Saskatchewan—A scholar¬ 
ship to the value of $50 to be applied on the 
fees of the student with the highest stand¬ 
ing in Grade XII on the nomination of the 
staff. This student must show promise and 
have qualities of leadership, etc. 

Blair Memorial Scholarship—On the prin¬ 
cipal’s recommendation one Grade IX stu¬ 
dent and one Grade X student are each 
awarded $17.50. Academic standing is the 
basis of this award. 

Bothwell Scholarship—Two prizes total¬ 
ling $50 ($30 and $20 respectively) are 
awarded fourth year students for distin¬ 
guished work in English. These are deter¬ 
mined by the marks obtained in Depart¬ 
mental examinations. 

FOR ALL COLLEGIATE STUDENTS 
(In Regina) 

I.O.D.E. Scholarship—This scholarship is 
awarded to a Regina student entering sec¬ 
ond year Regina College. It is valued at 
$126 and covers fees for tuition, books, and 
sport activities. Financial considerations 
and marks are considered, with preference 
given to a student whose father is a re¬ 
turned man. Applications should be sent to 
Mrs. F. G. Cunningham of 3113 College 
Avenue (before September 1).

Women’s University Club Scholarship— 

The value of $50, tenable at the Regina 
College or the University of Saskatchewan.

Regina College Scholarship—This schol¬ 
arship was recently inaugurated by Regina 
College to deserving students in the prov¬ 
ince.

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PRIZES 

Governor General’s Medal—Two medals 
are awarded to Regina high schools. Nom¬ 
inations from each high school are sent to 
the Department of Education, where a 
committee decides the winners. Awards are 
based on scholarship, leadership, athletics, 
conduct and attendance. 

Chief Justice Brown’s Medal —This is 
awarded for general proficiency in Senior 
Matriculation (Grade XII). 

Gyro Club Medal —Upon the recommen¬ 
dation of the staff, this is awarded to a 
student for distinguished service to the 
school. 

General Proficiency Prizes —A prize is 
awarded to the student with the highest 
standing in each of Grades IX, X and XI. 
Decisions are made by the staff. 

Music Award —This is donated by Miss 
Cathro on the recommendation of the 
principal and Mr. Rj. Stajples. 

McAra Award in Manual Training —This 
prize is awarded to the students of Grades 
IX and X for the finest model made during 
the year. 

Class Pins—Class pins are awarded to 
students of Grades IX and X on basis of 
standing obtained in tests throughout the 
year. Those pupils in Grades XI and XII 
with an average of 80% or over in two out 
of three sets of examinations are entitled 
to a class pin. 
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CALENDAR OF SCHOOL 
EVENTS 

Inter-school Track and Field Meet —The 
first major event is held late in September, 
when “A” and “B” schools compete for the 
athletic pennant. This event is open to all 
students. 

Commencement Exercises take place 
about the first of November in the Darke 
Hall. The scholastic and athletic awards 
gained during 1940-41 are presented. 

Christmas Parties are usually held in the 
auditorium previous to the Christmas holi¬ 
days—one for Grade DC, one for Grade X, 
and a combined party for Grades XI and 
XII. 

Drama and Music —The competition for 
the MacMillan Trophy for drama is ex¬ 
pected to start about February. It has not 
yet been decided whether the Mixed Chorus, 
Orchestra, and Dramatic Club will combine 
to present an Easter Concert in the Darke 
Hall. 

Boys’ Provincial Track and Field Meet 

is usually held about mid-May in Saskatoon. 
Last year it was cancelled, but it is hoped 
that it will be resumed this year. 

Dances are planned by the Social Direc¬ 
torate. These take place in the auditorium 
on dates selected by the Social Executive. 

These various activities are for your 
enjoyment. Participate in them! 
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REGULATIONS 

Lates —A student must be in his seat by 
the last bell, morning- and afternoon, other¬ 
wise he is late and is required to report 
immediately to the vice-principal’s office, 
where either a late or an excuse slip will be 
issued. This slip must be placed on the 
classroom file. 

Doors—The west door is the teachers’ 
entrance only. The north, south and east 
doors are for the students’ use. 

Boundaries—The Central Collegiate boun¬ 
daries extend from College Avenue to 
Fourteenth Avenue, and from Scarth Street 
to Hamilton Street. Students must have 
special permission before leaving these 
blocks during school hours. 

Lost and Found—Your co-operation in 
reporting lost and found articles to the 
principal’s office will contribute greatly to 
success in such matters. 

Parking —Students are requested to park 
bicycles in the racks provided at the north 
and south of the school and to keep them 
locked when not in use. Bicycles should not 
be left unlocked or parked on the east side 
of the school. 

No Smoking —Smoking is prohibited on 
school grounds during or after school hours. 

Beware —Do not leave valuables in coat 
pockets or in desks. Money or other valu¬ 
ables may be left with the teacher or at the 
principal’s office. 
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First Aid—Accidents during- school hours 
should be reported to the nurse’s office for 
attention. In case of serious injuries your 
home will be notified and a doctor called. 

Errands—Occasionally students on school 
business are allowed to go to the class¬ 
rooms. They are required to obtain a per¬ 
mission slip from the office and then to use 
the following procedure: knock, open the 
door and step inside, stating their requests 
to the teacher in charge. This method 
avoids unnecessary delay. 

Fees—The fees for each year for a resi¬ 
dent student are $10 tuition and $1 regis¬ 
tration. The $1 registration is at present 
alloted as follows: Athletic directorate, 45c; 
S.R.C., 35c; breakages, etc., 20c. Fees may 
be paid, if so desired, in two instalments, 
one September 1 and the other January 1. 
The non-resident fee is $26, payable in the 
same manner. 

Examinations —Christmas standing for 
grades XI and XII is based upon tests given 
throughout the fall term. The Easter stand¬ 
ing is based on the Easter examinations. 
The fee for departmental examinations is 
$7 for grade XI and $8 for grade XII, or if 
in parts $1 per paper. Grades IX and X do 
not write examinations but are promoted on 
the basis of tests during the year. Indi¬ 
vidual reports are issued twice a year with 
the exception of one extra issued to grades 
IX and X during the fall term. 
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Recommendations—Fifty per cent, of the 
students in grade XI and 33 1-3 per cent, in 
grade XII, having a “good standing” based 
on term examinations, may be recommended 
in each grade. In grades IX and X students 
will be promoted on the basis of tests 
throughout the year. 

NURSE’S OFFICE 

The Nurse’s Office on the second floor 
will be open Monday, Tuesday and Thurs¬ 
day from 8.45 a.m. to 5.00 p.m. All students 
are at liberty to seek first aid and health 
advice at any time convenient to themselves 
and their teachers. 
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ATHLETIC AWARDS 

In order to be eligible for an award, stu¬ 
dents must make a clear pass in their year’s 
work. In some cases special consideration 
might be given by the awards committee. 
Any student who has been suspended may 
be rendered ineligible for an award. 

Large “C’s” will be awarded for the 
following: Boys—Senior Basketball, Rugby, 
Hockey and both Senior and Junior Track. 
Girls—Senior Basketball and Senior and 
Junior Track. 

Small “C’s” will be awarded for the fol¬ 
lowing: Boys—Junior Basketball and Rug¬ 
by, Swimming, Senior Baseball and Tennis. 
Girls—Junior Basketball, Swimming. 

This year the committee will also consider 
awards for marksmanship. 

Any student winning two large or four 
small “C’s” will be given a crest. Any 
student winning two small “C’s” may 
exchange them for one large “C.” Students 
must participate in 50% of the games 
played in order to qualify for an award. 
The committee may add further sports to 
award list at any time. Players of the 
midget and mite teams will be given a 
small “C” if they have played on two such 
teams.

In each field of 
activity a director is chosen by popular 
vote. Each director then selects an assist¬ 
ant committee of students who are active 
and interested in the particular activity. 
The executive of the council meets every 
second week throughout the year; and the 
complete council, consisting of a represen¬ 
tative from each form, meets in the alter¬ 
nate weeks. 
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Activities Directorate

The activities directorate was established 
to give smaller clubs and organizations 
representation on the Students’ Representa¬ 
tive Council. It is composed of the director 
and a representative from each of the clubs 
and organizations. 

Athletic Directorate

The athletic director is elected at the 
annual school elections in May. The director 
chooses a council of three girls and three 
boys who arrange and finance all school 
sports. Anyone wishing more information 
is advised to communicate with Miss Tingley 
or Mr. B. Guest. 

Dramatic Directorate

Dramatics is open to all interested third 
and fourth year students. The actors for 
the various plays are selected by competi¬ 
tive readings. It is possible that three 
concerts will be given during February and 
March at which the selected plays will be 
presented to compete for the MacMillan 
Trophy. The Rambaut Cup will be awarded 
the best actor or actress. 
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Literary Directorate 

Director—Edna-Mae Meyers 
The literary directorate consists of repre¬ 
sentatives of each grade appointed by the 
director to arrange auditorium periods. 
They control all programmes to be pre¬ 
sented in activity periods. These pro¬ 
grammes will include form presentations, 
films, addresses of interest to the student, 
quiz contests and community singing. 
Enthusiasm and co-operation of students is 
needed to make these periods enjoyable. 


Social Directorate 

Director—Keith Pettigrew. 

Definite plans for the social year have yet 
to be made. However, during December 
separate Christmas parties for grades IX 
and X and a combined one for grades XI 
and XII will take place. Several dances and 
banquets will be arranged throughout the 
year. 


THE JUNIOR SCIENCE CLUBS 

This club is open to second year students 
only. It is divided into a number of different 
groups, each group taking a definite topic 
for special study during the year. Visits to 
industrial plants throughout the city will 
also give students a better picture of the 
industrial life of Regina. 
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GIRLS’ BASKETBALL 

The girls’ basketball is divided into three 
groups. Requirements are: 

Midget team—Fourteen years or 15 years 
and under 100 pounds. 

Junior and senior teams—Ability is the 
only requirement. There is usually both 
intercollegiate and interform basketball. 

BOYS’ BASKETBALL 

Coaches—Mr. F. W. Greenough 
Mr. J. E. Cooper 

The Midget weight requirement is 120 
pounds or under. Last year the Juniors 
won the Kinsmen Trophy and the Consola¬ 
tion Championship of the interscholastic 
basketball tournament. Junior weight limit 
is 135 pounds or under. The seniors brought 
the senior basketball cup back to Central 
after an absence of one year. The only 
requirement for senior basketball is ability. 

HOCKEY 

Regular interform league games will be 
held on the north campus rink. Any student 
may play. The senior team, open to any 
experienced player, competes in the inter¬ 
collegiate league. 


RUGBY 

The senior team is open to all boys with 
past rugby experience. This team competes 
in the intercollegiate league. There will also 
be first year interform rugby. 
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SWIMMING 

A swimming meet is held each year at 
the Y.M.C.A., at which the Kiwanis Trophy 
is awarded. The places are open to all 
aquatic aspirants. The age divisions are: 

Juniors—Sixteen years and under on the 
day of the meet. 

Seniors—Seventeen years and over. 

This applies to both boys and girls. 

TENNIS 

The three tennis courts on the north side 
of the school are for the use of Central 
students only. There is no fee, the only 
stipulation being that running shoes must 
be worn. Usually a major tennis tournament 
is conducted about the first week of June. 

Court hours are: Week days, 4 to 8.30 
p.m.; Saturdays, 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
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TRACK AND FIELD 

Two meets are held regularly each year, 
the school field day in the fall and the boys’ 
provincial meet held in May in Saskatoon. 
There is also a possibility that there will be 
a selection of students for the boys’ team 
from Saskatchewan to compete against 
North Dakota in June. 

The city intercollegiate track meet and 
the girls’ provincial meet have been tem¬ 
porarily cancelled, but they will be con¬ 
tinued if the necessary support is gained. 

Age and weight requirements: 

Midget—Boys and girls 14 years and 
under, or those of 15 years weighing less 
than 100 pounds; 

Junior—Girls 16 years and under on the 
day of the meet; boys 16 years and under 
on January 1st, 1942; 

Senior—Open to all those not included in 
the other classes. All students are urged to 
participate in these activities. 

CADET CORPS 

There will be a Central Collegiate Cadet 
Corps as in the preceding year and a com¬ 
manding officer will be appointed to replace 
Cadet Colonel Ted Porter. Cadet training 
is compulsory for all students but boys may 
be exempt for the following reasons: (1) 
Physical unfitness; (2) Age—18 or over; 
(3) Membership in another Cadet Corps. 

The corps will strive to maintain the high 
standard of last year’s cadets. 
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MUSICAL ACTIVITIES 

Director—Mr. Rj. Staples 

Facilities are available for every student 
interested to take part in some musical 
activity. 

The various musical organizations play a 
prominent part in the annual concert and 
other school programmes and usually broad¬ 
cast at least once during the year. 

THE ORCHESTRA 

Rehearsals are held once a week during 
activity periods. Any student who plays an 
instrument, regardless of his ability, is 
welcome to join. Besides the usual orches¬ 
tral work, this organization accompanies 
the Mixed Glee Club. 

Students wishing to learn to play any of 
the instruments should consult Mr. Staples, 
who will be pleased to give advice and 
assistance. 

THE MIXED GLEE CLUB 

This group is open to all boys and girls 
interested in singing. They sing a varied 
programme of part songs and are featured 
in our annual school shows. Rehearsals are 
held once a week during an activity period. 

THE BAND 

It is hoped that it will be possible to 
organize a regular collegiate band during 
the year. All students interested are urged 
to get in touch with Mr. Staples as early as 
possible after the opening of school. 
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THE CHEMISTRY CLUB 

Supervisor—Mr. D. S. MacMurchy 
Open to third and fourth year students 
who wish to experiment farther afield from 
their course or wish to review what they 
have formerly taken. This club meets once 
a week in the chemistry laboratory. The 
members have all the equipment of the 
laboratory at their disposal. 

THE BIOLOGY CLUB 
The Biology Club is open to fourth year 
students who are especially interested in the 
study of biology. 

Various activities, supplementary to the 
regular course, are undertaken. Lectures 
by outside speakers and by the students 
themselves are given on various topics and 
advanced dissection and biological experi¬ 
ments are performed. Visits to museums, 
laboratories and other scientific institutions 
are included. 

CAMERA CLUB 
Supervisor—Mr. H. M. Allan 
The Camera Club gives to a limited num¬ 
ber of students an opportunity to learn 
photography. Meetings are held weekly for 
instruction and discussion on the principles 
and practices of photography. Hikes are 
arranged on which the principles may be 
tried in practice. A well-equipped dark¬ 
room and three smaller ones are provided 
for developing, printing and enlarging. To 
cover the cost of chemicals and new or 
replaced equipment, a small fee is charged.

THE LIBRARY 


Librarian—Miss M. E. Abey 
The library is one of the finest collegiate 
libraries in the province. It provides over 
3,000 educational and narrative volumes 
for the students’ use. The Regina Public 
Library co-operate by lending books for the 
use of the junior students during supervised 
reading periods. 

Every Central student is entitled to full 
library privileges and may draw out any 
book for use at home, subject to certain 
library conditions. Library hours: 8.45 a.m. 
to 4.45 p.m. on school days. 


WAR SAVINGS 

Last fall a committee was chosen by the 
S.R.C. to promote the sale of War Saving 
Stamps. A representative was chosen from 
each year and these in turn chose form 
salesmen. A report was given to the com¬ 
mittee at least once a month. An interform 
competition was promoted from March 21st 
to April 10th. A sum of $703.50 was raised. 
A total amount of $2,750 has been collected 
in the school year from the sale of War 
Savings Stamps. The campaign for this 
year will be conducted on similar lines.
